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PART n.-BERKELEY PEERAGE. 

[The several claims to the Berkeley Peerage to which the documents mentioned 
under this heading refer, arose under the following circumstances. Frederick 
Augustus, the 6th Earl of Berkeley, went through the ceremony of marriage 
with Mary Cole, at Lambeth, on May 16, 1796, having, as he and his wife 
subsequently alleged, been previously married to her at Berkeley on March SO, 
1786. Between these dates Lady Berkeley had been known as Miss Tudor, and 
the alleged Berkeley marriage had been kept secret Four sons were bom 
before the Lambeth marriage, of whom the two eldest were William Fitz- 
hardinge (created Baron Segrave in 1831, and Earl Fitzhardinge in ISilX and 
Maurice Frederick Fitzhardinge (created Baron Fibshardinge in ld6l.) In 1799, 
William Fitzhardinge obtained leave to lay his pedigree before the Committee of 
Privileges of the House of Lords, and in 1801 he instituted a suit to perpetuate 
testimony, and after his father's death in 1810, he claimed to be sununoned 
to the House of Lords as Earl of Berkeley. In this suit his claim was reijected, 
the Lords holding that the Berkeley marriage was not then proved. In 1808 he 
made a daim, which was also unsuccessful, to be summoned to the House of 
Lords as Baron Berkeley, basing his claim on his tenure of Berkeley Castle. A 
similar claim was made in 1868 by Maurice Frederick Fitzhardinge, who had 
succeeded to the Berkeley estates on the death of his brother, but he failed to 
establish it. Thomas Moreton Fitzhardinge, the eldest of the sons of the 6th 
Earl bom after the Lambeth marriage, who had never assumed the title of 
Earl of Berkeley, died in 1882. In 1890 the earldom was successfully claimed by 
Randal Mowbray Thomas, a descendant of the 4th earl. This claim was opposed 
by Lord Fitzhardinge (the son of the 1st baron), and another attempt was made 
to establish the alleged Berkeley marriage of the 6th earl]

His statement that there are 10 plain and 3 coloured plates is obvloasly in- 
accurate. In every copy which we haye seen there are 7 plain and % coloured 
plates. 

Some proofs, unlettered, of the headpiece of Woodchester Church, were struck 
from tlie plate in another state. In these there are two men at work in the 
foreground uncovering thelioman wall.
